IN INTERVIEW TODAY. 


Famous Cleveland Woman in 


New York Hotel. 


INTERVIEWED FOR FIRST TIME 


Beckwith Promises Startling Story If 


Friends Don't Help Him in Oberlin 


Trouble. 


New York. Nov. 30.—A representa- 


tive of the Scripps-Mcllae Press associ- 
ation was this morning admitted to 
Mrs. 
Chadwiok's apartments in 
the 


Holland House, the flist interview that 
she has given since the story of her 
life was made public-. 


He was received most 
graciov>sly. 


The now famous 
Cleveland woman 


was gowned in a loose, flowing cos- 
tume of rich material. Mrs. Ohadwick 
was reeling easily on a lie-pillowed 
couch. Near by was her French, maid. 
Her 17-year old son was also present, 
as was an attorney- Spread about her 
on the floor and couch were 
many 


i owsnapers. 


"Pardon me for not rising,"' she said 


sweetly, "but my back is troubling me 
and I am unable to move around much 
v.ithcut assistance. I think it is my 
spine." 


She was nevertheless 
particularly 


bright and \5vacious. 


"Are you not worried by the stories 


now being circulated?" asked the vis- 
itor. 


"Oh, not at all. 
Of course, it real- 


ly is Tatbering annoying," she. added, 
"but I have no fears as to the final 
outcome." 


In regard to the alleged claims of 


creditors, Mrs. Chadwick declares that 
they ore not correct and that one ir. 
partioular is not far short of lilack- 
mail. Mrs. Chadwiek still maintains 
the same magnificent methods of liv- 
ing that made her famous in, Cleve- 
land.

watch.

risht, when. President Beckwith of the 
closed Citizens' National l«ank, made 
the startling statement that he had 
never seen the securities on which he 
loaned Mrs. Cassie Chadwick immense 
sums of money. 


The directors of the bank admit that 


the bank's loans to 
Mrs. • Chadwick 


will run pretty close to $250,000. Pres- 
ident Beckwiih does not deny the as- 
sertion in toto, although he says it 
will not run o.uite so much. This is 
three times the 
liabilities first an- 


nounced. 


The erstwhile leading financier of 


Lorain county laughed at the denials 
purporting to come from Andrew Car- 
negie that he had indorsed the Chad- 
•wick notes or that the Citirens' bank 
held securities bearing Carnegie's sig- 
nature. 
Beckwith says he never said 


the securities bore Carnegie's name. 


When Beckwith's attention was call- 


ed to the denial of Andrew Carnegie's 
secretary, given out in New York and 
telegraphed the 
Advocate yesterday, 


that ho had not signed notes for Mrs. 
Chadwick and that he did not know 
her. ho said with, snirit: 


"Who ever said he did ? I never said 


that Andrew Carnegie 
or John D. 


Rockefeller signed the securities." 


It was at this pcint that the Presi- 


dent made the remarkable statement 
that he had never seen the securities 
cm which the money had been loaned. 


"1 never saw them, but ( know who 


did see them." were the 
words 
ho 


used. 


The National Bank Examiner who 


i:-. in charge of the institution as re- 
ceiver absolutely will not say a word. 
He is L. I.. Miller of Canton. Ohio. 


Examiner Millei iiade an inspection 


of the bank in April last. According 
tc Mr. Beckwith the examiner report- 
ed that-the bank had made heavy over- 
loans, but that they were well secured, 
>Vhen it was suggested then that the 


examiner must have seen the securi- 
ties the 
bank 
president 
intimated 


broadly that they might have been out 
for collection. 


Mr. Miller was 
inforn-ed 
of 
Mr. 


Beckwita's state-rents. his response 
was: 


"I cannot say a word. Yc* may 


(tuote Mr. Beckwith, but I cannot af- 
firm or deny what 
he says. 
It is

Mr. Miller hopes to complete his ex-

When the noon hour passed yester 


day and the hoped-for relief had not 
arrived, the directors and others inter- 
ested in the bank began to talk freely. 
They had kept silent in the hope that 
the affairs of the institution might be 
cleared 
up. The unbending means 


that, ro far as the directors are con- 
cerned, hope of straightening out the 
trouble has practically been gnen up. 


According to the statement of direc- 


tors of the bank Mrs. Chadwick stead- 
ed with Mr. Bedortha to secure a. loan 
<.f $25.000 and in return promised to 
pay the attoiney f 5,000 for his ser- 
vices. Mr. Bedcrtha spurned the pro- 
position and told confidential friends 
that the fa'iulous cffer made by Mrs. 
Chadwick for the money turned him 
against the proposition with* ubhor- 
rence. 
Although the three directors 


Knew of the plight of the bank they 
maintained the strictest silence. The 
other direc.-.ors were not even take-i 
into the secret upon the ground that 
the least number of people to know 
anything of the trouble the better the 
chance o settle Wihout serious conse- 
ouences. 
Fuit strange to relate., 
al- 


though the directors knew that fome- 
tb.5n.ar was wrong, they did not know 
the amount nor did they sec thn se- 
curities upon which President Beck- 
with and Cashier Spear had made the 
loans. The word of President Beck- 
with and Cashier Spear that the se- 
curity was gilt-edged was taken. 


During September 
President Beck- 


wSth came to Directors 
Carter 
and 


Randolph with the request that they 
go with, him to New York to straight; 
en out sonic business matters. Accord- 
ing to the directors Mr. Beckwith paid 
he was involved personally in. some 
i)Tiportant matters and he wnnted their 
assistance in dealing with New York 
parties. The directors stated they did 
not know the real object of the mis- 
sion until ttey had reached New York. 
Then they found that the President 
of their bank was heavily involved on 
paper given by Mrs. Chadwick. They 
.said they, had no .idea thai the bank 
was in any way involved. Neither 
President Beckwith nor the Directors 
would state who the New York parties 
were, but they admitted that the er- 
rand uid no good. 


It developes that Mrs. Chadwick ob- 


tained a loan from Oberlin College late 
last winter for $?.r,,000. It is said that 
the terms upon which the loan was 
made were at 6 per cent interest, with 
The agreement 
that Mrs. Chadwick 


t-hould turn over S.5.000 to the college 
endowment fund. The college author- 
ities later became doubtful of the loan 
and March 21 it was taken up by Pres- 
ident Beckwith, of the closed bank. 
The college Avas paid in full and was 
lappy in the thought of getting back 
the money without the promisee! addi- 
tion to the 
endowment 
fund. 
The 


transaction was whispered about 
in 


Oberlin, and in some manner Beck- 
with "'earned that a airector of 
the 


Oberlin Banking company was talking 
to a few friends of the matter. Mr. 
Beckwith at once went to this direc- 
tor and demanded to know what he 
knew of the deal. 


"I know that a $75.000 deal of that 


kind is rather unusual for a town the 
si?e of Oberlin," the director said. 
. "Well, I will tell you something," 
replied Beckwith. 
"I took up that 


loan. Mr. Severance, treasurer of the 
college, lost his nerve. 
Yes, sir. I 


took up the loan and made ?6,000 on 
the deal." The loan was taken up by 
Mr. Beckwiih March 24 last. 


Mr. Beckwith says that men 
are 


coming from New York to help settle 
the affair. 
He. seems stirs that relief 


will come. Mr. P-eokwith was pressed 
to clear up Ihe mystery of the Chart- 
wick securities but de9lined to do so. 


"It's nobody's business what the se- 


curities are." replied the banker. "The 
cebt will bo paid, and if ii. is that's 
all there's to it. 
If it is not, then 1 


guess I'll have to take the world into 
my confidence." 


In New York last night there was 


a rumor thp.t 
Mrs. Chadwick 
had 


killed herself in Ihe Holland House. 
1-ut later this was found to be untrue.

sweep of the whole harbor. This re- 
port, doubtless goes beyond the facts, 
but various dispatches indicate the 
progress the Japanese are making in 
the reduction of Port Arthur.

RANCHMAN'S FATE

Sun Dance, Wyo., Nov. 30. — The 


mystery of the disappearance of James 
Garrett, a prominent ranchman, on 
Oct. 
19, has been cleared up by the 


confession of Willie Erickson, a 19- 
year-old boy. Erickson confesses that 
on Oct. 19, while Garrett was driving 
off a cali belonging to Erickson, he 
was met by Otto Erickson. who com- 
manded him to release the calf. Gar- 
rett knocked Otto from his horse and 
attempted to shoot him with a rifle. 
The boy was too quick and shot Gar- 
rett three times. 
Garrett fell 
from 


his horse, still alive, and Erickson 
dragged him into some bushes and cut 
his throat with zftimifc, despite his ap- 
peals for mercy. Later in the day- 
Otto returned to the body and, tying 
a rope to the feet, dragged it some 
distance to a new hiding place. Two 
days later Willie and Otto packed the 
body on a horse and moved it four 
miles,depositing it where it was found 
by a searching party. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 30.—Autocracy 


is vital to the life and future greatness 
of Russia as a nation, accordii% to 
Prince Mestchersky, editor of the 
Grashdinin, and he holds that the in- 
auguration of such reforms as are at 
presentpossibleinRussia has been act- 
ually prejudiced by "the irresponsible 
igitation for a..constitution which is 
now in progress." He continues: "The 
question is often asked, why not in- 
troduce a constitution? Russia might 
as well ask an American or a Briton, 
why not introduce autocracy? A con- 
stitution is iust as necessary to Great 
Britain or the United States as autoc- 
racy is for Russia. Russia without 
autocracy would cease to be Russia. 
The greatest contemporary Russian 
statesmen, men of the most command- 
ing intellect, like M. Witte, are of this 
opinion. Constitutional government is 
impossible in Russia for the simple 
reason that the vast majority of the 
people have not the slightest concep- 
tion of its meaning. There are per- 
haps 100,000 Russians who want a 
constitution, and as they do all the 
talking, while the remaining 150,000,- 
000 are voiceless, the impression goes 
abroad that the sentiment of the ma- 
jority of the nation desires a change 
in the form of government. Constitu- 
tional government would prove an act- 
ual danger, because the nation in- 
cludes races like the Poles and those 
of the Baltic territory, who are more 
advanced and developed than the rest. 
They would consequently obtain a pre- 
dominance in the parliament which 
would call forth the opposition of the 
great mass of the population and lead 
to the disintegration of the nation. 


"The imperial manifesto of Febru- 


ary, 1904, laid down a basis of reform 
which the government was carefully 
preparing and gradually but surely 
carrying out, when Von Plehve's un- 
timely end put a sudden stop to the 
work. The fundamental idea of this 
reform is to extend local government 
by the creation of small zemstvos, 
thus bestowing the widest possible 
measure 
of self-government. Once 


local government should be estab- 
lished on a firm basis, It was the in- 
tention of the sovereign to reform the 
central administration at St. Peters- 
burg. This would probably be begun 
with the introduction of ministerial 
responsibility. 
The 
reforms would 


next include the introduction of rep- 
resentative members in the council of 
the empire, giving the nation a voice 
in legislation. The senate would be 
restored to the primary function for 
which it was created by Peter the 
Great, of controlling the administra- 
tion of the law, and thus becoming a 
strong safeguard against arbitrariness 
in administration." 


Is the Eight Hour Law 
Declares the 


New York Court of Appeals at 


Albany. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 30.—The New 


York court of appeals declared uncou- 
stitutional the labor law which pro- 
hibits a contractor from employing his 
men more than eight hours a day on 
city, county or state work. Since its 
enactment, in 1897, this statute has 
been almost continually before the 
courts. 
Other 
phases have been 


passed upon, hut this is the first time 
that the court has expressed its views 
flatly on the 
eight-hour 
question. 


Judges O'Brien, Martin and Vann hold 
that the law is unconstitutional in that 
it deprives an individual of property 
without due process of law. Chief 
Judge Cullen, with Judge Werner, con- 
curring, makes the decision one of 
precedent. 


Open Shop Crusade. 


New York, Nov. 30. — Members of 


the Citizens' Industrial 
association, 


representing all sections of the coun- 
try, were present when the second an- 
nual convention of the organization 
opened in the new Hotel Astor. It. is 
the aim of the convention to bring 
about a complete organization of man- 
ufacturers, business men and all large 
employers of labor to advocate the 
"open shop" idea. President David M 
Parry in his address reviewed the 
growth of the "open shop" movement, 
and said that within a year 1,000 fac- 
tories have opened their doors to 
workmen without 
regard 
to their 


membership in unions.

The alleged increase of crime in the 
United States is a favorite theme of 
iome writers, the utter groundlessness 
of which was shown in an able paper 
recently read before the national prison 
congress by Eugene Smith of New 
York. 


The fact is, as Mr. Smith shows, that 


no statistics whatever ore available as 
a whole upon which such an assump- 
tion can be based. The United States 
census confines itself to an enumera- 
tion of the prison population on a cer- 
tain duy once in ten years. The causes 
which may combine to make the num- 
ber of prison inmates on that day 
great or small may be numerous, arid 
they may have no bearing whatever 
on the relative badness and goodness 
of the community. That statistics can- 
not lie is one of the biggest falsehoods 
ever invented. Figures may not be in- 
herently untruthful, but the inferences 
to be drawn from them are just what 
the commentator wishes to draw. An 
infinite number of deductions may be 
made from one set of tables. 
An 


enumeration of the prison population 
of the country to be of any value must 
be made day by day and not on one 
day out of 3.000. Even then it show 
only the number of criminals in prison 
and not of those at large. Increased or 
relaxed vigilance on the part of the 
police, the personal equation in judges 
a slight change in the law, may great 
ly affect the number of arrests and 
convictions on a given day. 


That crime is decreasing can 
01 


course be no more mathematically clem 
onstrated by the census figures than 
an increase in crime. There must be 
other sources of information and proof 
said Mr. Smith, and he produced such 
convincing information from the per 
sonal observation of thousands of pris 
on keepers, officials of charitable insti 
tutions and of states and cities tha 
the prison congress was forced to ac 
cept unanimously his conclusion thsv 
criminals compose but a very smal 
proportion of our population. 


A French statistician has compiled a 


statement of the loss of life in th 
wars of a century. The grand total is 
14,000,000, divided as follows: Napo 
leouic wars, 8,000,000; Crimean wars 
300,000; Italian wars, 300,000; Ameri 
can civil war, 500,000; Frauco-Germai

TREASURER 


Sending Out Notices to 
Dealers in 


Cigarettes Who Must Pay 


the Tax. 


The county treasurer is engaged in 


sending out notices to those who were 
placed on the tax duplicate by the tax 
inquisitor for delinquency in paying 
the cigarette tax. As has been pre- 
viously stated thtre are sixty delin- 
quents who have failed to pay the tax, 
and the treasurer says that they can 
liquidate the same 
by paying 
the 


year's taxes if they respond itumedi 
ately. The law is very severe in cases 
of this kind, and is as follows: 


"Every per?on, firm, company, cor- 


poration or co-partnership engaged in 
the business of trafficking in cigarettes 
or cigarette wrappers, or any 
substi- 


tute lor either, shall cause to be post- 
ed and constantly displayed in a con- 
spicuous pliice in the building or build- 
ings where such business is carried on, 
a receipt signed t>y the county treas 
urer. showing that the amount of the 
assessment i-enuired by the provisions 
of this act has been paid into the treas- 
ury of the county where such business 
is1 located. And any person, firm, com- 
pany, corporation or 
co-partnership 


selling or offering to sett cigarettes or 
cigarette-wrappers, or any substitute 
for either, without first complying with 
the provisions of this act, and continu^ 
ing to keep such receipt signed by the 
countv treasurer constantly displayed 
in a conspicuous place in the building 
or buildings where such business is 
carried on, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction 


thereof shall, for the first offense, be 
fined in any sum not less than one 
hundred dollars (SlOui nor more than 
.three hundred dollars (?300). and for 
! each subsequent offense shall be fined 
not less than three hundred 
dollar- 


(S300) nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars ($500), and shall ptand committed 
to the jail or the county until such^fine 
and costs ire paid."—(91 v. 311; SO v. 
325.)
